Coaching 
Changes 
Mark New Era

Bob Philip was a jack-of-all-trades in the Sir George 
Williams University Athletic department last year. Aside 
from serving as the university's assistant varsity hockey 
coach, Philip also directed the highly-touted intramural 
program and often popped up on the Georgian hockey 
telecasts as a guest analyst and twice as a play-by-play 
announcer. 


But it is likely that Philip's announcing career is over 
for a while because the former Georgian centre has 
a huge task to perform. 


The personable Philip has inherited the head hockey 
coaching job at Sir George from Paul Arsenault, who the Royal Bank 


has joined Loyola's athletic staff as head hockey coach 
and as a lecturer. 


Philip was Arsenault’s assistant for two years, joining 
staff as a part-time coach while obtaining an education 
degree from McGill.

of eventually becoming a varsity hockey coach,” said 
Philip. “Otherwise | wouldn't have taken the job. 


“There are now three Sir George coaches in the 
league,” he said referring to Arsenault and Dave Dies, 
varsity coach at McGill.

“Two of them have won league championships and 
taken the Georgians to the nationals. Then, there's me.” 


Dies coached at Sir George in the 1968-69 season 
and took the Georgians to the national finals in Edmon- 
ton. Philip scored a pair of goals to spearhead the Geor- 
gians’ semi-final win over St. Mary’s Huskies in perhaps 
his finest game as a Georgian. 


Philip also played two seasons for Arsenault who 
was head hockey coach during the 1963-69 period. 
During his tenure, Arsenault coached the Georgians 
to five conference titles including the first-ever Quebec 
University Athletic Association title last season. 


“It's easier taking over a team that finished last,” 
Philip said. “But when you take over a team that won 
a championship, there’s no way to improve. It’s a tough 
act to follow.” 


Philip says he is not worried about his authority being 
questioned by the players, even though it is only two 
years since he was a player himself. 


“College hockey players are here for two reasons,” 
he said. “First they want an education and second they 
want to stay in hockey in hopes of playing pro when 
they are through college. 


“If | tell them something, they’ll Know I’m saying it 
because | think it will improve their play and their 
chances of getting a pro tryout.” 


Former Montreal Alouette defensive halfback Dave 
King is the Georgians’ fourth head football coach. 


King, who coached last season at University of Mont- 
real replaces Brian Hayes who left at the end of the 
1971 football season. 


King started his professional football career with the 
Alouettes in 1957 after playing for Toronto Balmy Beach 
and Kitchener-Waterloo Dutchmen of the Senior 
Ontario Rugby Football Union. 


While with the Alouettes, King and Ed Learn, another 
defensive half, formed an effective punt-return duo for 
the Eastern Football Conference club. 


In 1961, King joined the coaching staff at the Univer- 
sity of Montreal, serving as an assistant coach for two 
years, before being appointed head coach in 1963. 


“Having been at the U of M and having been familiar 
with the players at Sir George, should be helpful. Sir 
George has a lot of fine players and there is a lot of 
potential here,” King said. 


_ “The school has done well in hockey and has held 
its own in basketball and there’s no reason the same 
can’t be true for football.” 


A graduate of Sir George, Robin 
Palin (BA ’71) was sports editor 
and later editor-in-chief of The 
Paper from Fall 1969 until Spring

To many people winning a hockey championship is 
asimple case of winning more games and scoring more 
goals than the opposition. Few realize the amount of 
work that goes into preparing a team for such a task. 

There is no doubt that the Georgians worked hard 
and long hours to attain the Quebec University Athletic 
Association hockey title last season and the No. 4 rank- 
ing in the nation. The team practised hard, played 37 
games and that is quite a load considering that most 
of the players on the team were newcomers. 

Fourteen rookies were part of the aggregation that 
nipped Loyola 1-0 in the QUAA final last March when 
rookie defenceman Mario Cuttini zipped a shot into the 
Loyola net at 12:16 of the first overtime period. 

It was the last win the Georgians managed to post 
during the 1971-72 season, but coaches Paul Arse- 
nault and Bob Philip had to be satisfied with the over-all 
effort. 


Coming from Junior B hockey in 
Boucherville, Mario — Cuttini 
joined the squad as a result of 
filling out an orientation form at 
registration. Mario's overtime 
slap shot from inside Loyola's 
blue line gave Sir George the first 
QUAA hockey Championship. 


Sir George started off the season with four exhibition 
games, three of them in three days in the Maritimes. 
Sir George then opened their season with a 3-0 win 
over McGill and by the Christmas break, they were 
7-0 in league play and had also scored their first-ever 
win over University of Toronto Varsity Blues. 


On January 7, the Georgians faced their first meeting 
with the Loyola Warriors. The undefeated record went 
out the window that night as the Warriors took advan- 
tage of Georgians’ defensive miscues en route to a 
6-1 victory. Five nights later, Sir George carried a 3-1 
lead into the third period against Sherbrooke and 
finished on the short end of a 5-3 score. 


Convincing wins over McGill and RMC, the league’s 
tail-enders, brought the Georgians to their next meeting 
against Sherbrooke at the Palais des Sports January 
22. A three-goal blitz by the Vert et Or carried them 
to an 8-1 win in perhaps the Georgians’ worst perfor- 
mance of the season. 


The Georgians lost and tied against Loyola, beat 
Sherbrooke 4-1, defeated and tied Trois-Rivieres, 
unpended University of Montreal and dropped a pair 
of games to Bishop’s to round out the season. 


The two losses to Bishop’s had people wondering 
how the Georgians would fare against Sherbrooke in 
the semi-final on March 8. The two teams were tied 
3-3 going into the final period when Mark Shewchuk, 
Mike McNamara and Barry Walker scored in a space 
of 70 seconds to give the Georgians a 6-3 win and 
a berth in the finals against Loyola. 


There were several top individual performances last 
season notably a 36-goal season by rookie of the year 
Shewchuk. Shewchuk, recruited from the Montreal 
Industrial league, now is a member of Quebec Nor- 
diques of the World Hockey Association. 


Barry Cullen, voted as the Georgians’ MVP, was a 
24-goal man last year and Rick Moore, the most 
improved player over the course of the season, had 
13 goals and 15 assists for 28 points. 


John Murray, who started out the season up front 
and was shifted back to defence near Christmas, won 
the best defensive player award.

What to do for an encore is the problem facing the 
Sir George Varsity Hockey Team this season. After 
all, what more can a team do after winning the Quebec 
University Athletic Association championship in a thril- 
ling 1-0 overtime triumph over their arch-rivals, the 
Loyola Warriors? 


What more can top the rags to riches tale of the 
1971-72 Georgians that culminated one cold night in 
March at the Loyola Arena when Mario Cuittini scored 
after seventy-two minutes of scoreless, heart-stopping 
hockey? 


Both these questions can be answered with one word 
—plenty. The Georgians still have much to 
accomplish. They won the league title, but another 
league title, coupled with a decisive first place finish 
in league play would be even better. Then if you really 
want to set lofty goals, there’s always the National 
Championship which would look really nice in any 
team’s record book. 


Another goal among some of the veterans is to 
avenge some embarrassing defeats at the hands of 
teams not considered to be in the same championship 
class as to Georgians. Schools like Queen's, St. Lawr- 
ence and Bishop’s are high on the list of teams the 
Georgians would like to whip. 


Given a few breaks on and off the ice that all champ- 
ionship teams need, the Georgians will have an excel- 
lent chance to accomplish most if not all of their objec- 
tives. 


Strength down centre is a vital prerequisite for win- 
ning hockey teams, and the Georgians appear to be 
solid in that category. Rick Moore, the eighteen-year-old 
rookie sensation from Verdun, should continue his rapid 
development into the pro-calibre centre that several 
scouts feel be can become. 


With veterans like Goaltender Bernie Wolfe, the hero 
of the playoffs for the Georgians, defencemen Mario 
Cuttini, Bill Hattem, George Tower and Kevin Cross 
and forwards Don Atkinson, Ross Paterson and Chuck 
Quenneville, Sir George will be a much more experi- 
enced unit this year. 


Add in newcomers like former Loyola super-star Mike 
Lowe, one of the few ever to score one hundred goals 
in a college career, Jim Blotsky, from the Junior Cana- 
diens and a host of others. 


Bernie Wolfe turned down an offer from the Junior Canadiens to 
play varsity hockey. Bernie's solid overall performance has placed 
him among the top ten goaltenders in Canadian collegiate play.

You will find more than enough talent to replace the 
Mike McNamara, Mark Shewchuck, John Murray and 
Rory McKay, all stars of last year’s winning team who've 
departed for one reason or another. 


If coach Philip is successful in molding this com- 
bination of veterans and newcomers into a solid unit, 
the Georgians will have to be established as the team 
to beat in the Q.U.A.A. 


Opposition to the Garnet and Gold’s run for top spot 
will likely come from Loyola, where, although a lot of 
rookies and a new head coach have been added, 
a competitive squad can be expected to emerge.

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Basketball in Quebec: 


signs of vitality 


by David Gersovitz 


Is basketball dying as a Varsity sport at Quebec 
Universities? Does it have a realistic chance to survive 
considering the financial and political realities facing 
Quebec Institutions? Several people, including the 
Montreal Star’s Pat Hickey, have declared that college 
basketball is on the wane in this province. But is basket- 
ball really dying, or is it merely in a rebuilding phase? 
Could this be the year that sends Quebec college 
basketball back to the heights? 


Hickey and many others remember the days not so 
far in the past when people packed local gyms to watch 
athletes like Nasko Golomeev and Pierre Brodeur make 
McGill a power to be reckoned with. They also 
remember the great Loyola Warrior teams of the late 
sixties that included such fine talent as John McAuliffe, 
Tom Profenno, Earl Lewis and Jack Contos. 

Indeed, only two short years ago, that Loyola team 
was so strong it beat a Sir George team by ninety-nine 
points. That famous Loyola dynasty lasted for four years 
in which the Warriors didn’t lose one league game. 

Two years though have vastly changed the college 
basketball scene in Quebec. McGill, partly through its 
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The Paper

own ineptitudes and partly because of a sorry financial 
situation, has fallen from a once lofty height. Despite 
winning the league title in an upset, the redmen do 
little recruiting anymore. 

The program is a year-to-year thing, and only con- 
tinued hard work by their part-time personnel will buy 
the time they need to build up a solid program. 

Loyola, once the scourge of the old Ottawa-St. Lawr- 
ence league, came up with a rookie-laden line-up liber- 
ally sprinkled with local talent. They proceeded to have 
their incredible winning streak halted at sixty-six by Sir 
George, the same team they'd beaten the year before 
by nearly one hundred points. They then lost two more 
league games, and then were upset in the finals by 
an upstart McGill team that caught fire at the right time. 


These changes though don’t necessarily mean that 
rigor mortus is setting in. After all, Loyola was going 
to be hit sooner or later by graduation. They had gone

The Georgians have not been the only college team 
to lose players from their team to professional hockey 
clubs. Normand Dubé, who led the University of Sher- 
brooke Vert et Or's scoring last season and was second 
in the QUAA, has signed with the Los Angeles Kings 
of the National Hockey League. John Wright, who 
believe it or not still has another year of eligibility with 
University of Toronto Varsity Blues, has reportedly 
inked a contract with the NHL’s Vancouver Canucks. 


Bob McAneeley, who was atop scorer in the Western 
Canada Intercollegiate Conference while playing for 
meh: Ait British Columbia, has agreed to terms 
with the WHA’s Alberta Oilers. He has at least three 
years of eligibility left in college hockey. And there are 
probably a few more that haven't been disclosed. 


Then you turn around and look at some of the Ameri- 
can colleges and universities and find that they too 
are losing players to WHA teams, notably the New 
England Whalers, who can draw from two of the best 
teams in U.S. college hockey right in their own backyard 
—Boston College and Boston University. What can 
the colleges do? Not too much. 


Unfortunately, the colleges do not have an agreement 
with either the NHL or WHA which would prevent a 
pro team from plucking someone out of school before 
he has finished his degree program. 


So, the only thing a university or college can do is 
talk to a player like Shewchuk and try and convince 
him to stay in school for a couple of more years and 
complete his degree and at the same time play a pretty 
good calibre of hockey. 


And despite what some of the pro scouts say, college 
hockey isn’t all that bad. Anyone who has watched 
some of those so-called NHL games between the 
California Golden Seals and the Montreal Canadiens 
will probably tell you that pro hockey isn’t all it’s cracked 
up to be. Usually the Seals skate like brass monkeys. 


Let’s face it, pro sports is a business, like any other 
business and for this reason you have to wonder what 
is going to happen to some of these players that have 
signed with WHA teams. 


Rumor has it that the five who signed with Les Nor- 
diques got $40,000 for a two-year deal, including a 
bonus for signing. Hopefully, the player has a sound 
assurance that he is going to get the money. But what 
happens if he doesn’t? What happens if he is cut from 
the team before the season starts? 


And even if the player does get the money, what 
happens after his contract runs out? 


$40,000 for two years isn’t a great deal, after the 
ee and the tax department take their bites from 
the pie. 


It should be noted here that a good number of 
baseball players now are getting college degrees before 
turning to pro ball. Of course, the difference is that 
baseball encourages this practice. 


So, when baseball players such as Mike Marshall 
or Bill Stoneman of the Expos get fed up with the sport 
or retire, they have the opportunity of turning to some- 
thing else instead of having to become gas station 
operators. 


There are a lot of ex-pro hockey players running 
gas stations or doing other mundane jobs. And, not 
too many of them are enjoying their existence.

Coach Dough Insleay guided the 
Georgians to a fourth-place finish in the QUAA stand- 
ings but the Georgians were eliminated in the playoffs 
by University of Sherbrooke.

Georgian skier Peter Leupold was the top individual 
performer as he led the Sir George ski team to a second- 
place finish in the “A” section of the Quebec University 
Athletic Association ski meet. 


CURLING 


The Sir George Curlers had a hot and cold year 
in 1971-72 and settled for a third-place finish in the 
Quebec University Athletic Association behind McGill 
and Sherbrooke. 


The team, coached by Dave Ramsey, did manage 
to raise a few eyebrows here in the province though, 
when they beat the highly-touted rink of Bill Kent in 
the Montreal West Invitational Bonspiel. Spurred on 
by the win over Kent, the Georgians went on to win 
the bonspiel. 


SOCCER 


The Georgians’ Soccer Team finished with a 2-4 won- 
lost record in the Quebec University Athletic Association 
Soccer Conference, finishing behind Loyola, Royal 
Military College and Laval in the seven-team league. 


Top player for coach Ron Licorish’s squad was 
Miguel Agostino, voted as the team’s Most Valuable 
Player. Agostino, a three-year veteran, scored nine 
of the Georgians’ 15 goals.

Tommy Arusoo played Georgian polo last year after 
having been named to the NCAA All American team 
three times. Soen Yap, Claude Nolan, Pierre Dussault, 
Jack Rosen. Fred Meyer, Phil Bourgois and Gabor 
Szabdy rounded out the team. 


In the City League, the Georgians fared much better 
and finished second due largely to the talented 
goaltending of Brian Scoffield.
